FIFTEEN YEARS AGO 
March 23, 19 40 
It was just twenty -sev en y ears ago — March 24. 
19 13 — that Rush County was v isited by the most 
disastrous flood in its history . The waters of Big 
Flatrock, as well as other local streams reached 
the danger on Monday night, March 24, and the 
nex t morning, ev ery thing was flooded. 
In Rush­ 
v ille. the water cov ered the business part as far 
north as the rise abov e Third Street, and the 
loss to stocks of goods stored in basements was 
tremendous. 
Persons liv ing in the southeast sec­ 
tion of the city were driv en to the second floors 
of their homes while, in the bottom lands, numer­ 
ous families were marooned. 
The water gauge 
in front of Oneal’s Store in South Main Street 
showed that the water of Flatrock reached a point 
of 25 inches higher than ev er before. 
The flood 
loss here in Rushv ille was more than $300,000 
with this amount practically being equalled out in 
the county . 
Only one death. J ames Hubbard, a 
Negro, who was drowned near the old hitchrack 
just south of the county jail, was reported. 
One 
of the most dramatic episodes of the flood oc­ 
curred on Big Flatrock in Orange Township south­ 
east of Gowdy near the present home of J . W. Camp­ 
bell. 
Neighbors and other v olunteers attempted 
to rescue an elderly couple who were forced by 
the rising waters to the attic of their home near 
the riv er. 
Boats and rafts were ov erturned and 
three men from Milroy were tossed into the wa­ 
ter and forced to spend the night in small trees 
which they had grabbed for safety . . . Although 
Miscellany was only a child at the time, we v iv idly 
recall th at n ig h t as th is dep artm en t’s 
father, th e 
late Dr. C. S. Hougland, was one of the men 
marooned in a small flood-bound tree. (Miscellany )
